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A. L. A. NEWS 


ECAUSE the annual Conference 

was held this year in the autumn 
instead of in the summer, there will be 
no Chicago meeting of the Council dur- 
ing Christmas week. Most of the 
groups which usually hold midwinter 
meetings have also definitely decided not 
to meet at this time. 


President Locke came to Chicago for 
the Executive Board meeting November 
29 and 30, but was unable to be there 
for the meetings November 18-21 of the 
Board of Education for Librarianship 
and the Curriculum Study, having en- 
gaged to deliver the convocation address 
at the University of Western Ontario 
on November 19. 


The International Jury of Awards of 
the Sesquicentennial International Ex- 
position has awarded the American Li- 
brary Association a Grand Prize for 
their development of interest in existing 
libraries at home and abroad. 


The British Library Association Con- 
ference will be held at Edinburgh dur- 
ing the week of September 26 of next 
year and it is suggested that a trip for 
those wishing to attend be planned, to 
include two or three weeks travel before 
reaching Edinburgh. The A. L. A. 
Travel Committee would be interested 
at this time to hear from any who would 
like to consider such a trip, regarding 
their preferences. Shall the itinerary 
include Italy, Paris and Holland, reach- 
ing Edinburgh in time for the confer- 
ence, and allowing before sailing time 
a week for Scotland, and perhaps 
a few days in London? Or would it 
be better to confine the excursion to 
Paris, England, and possibly Belgium 
or Holland? Any suggestions of pref- 
erence, and the names of any who 
might be willing to consider such a trip, 
should be sent to F. W. Faxon, chair- 
man, Travel Committee, 83 Francis St., 
3oston, Mass. 
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The forty-ninth annual conference of 
the American Library Association will 
be held at Toronto, June 20-25, 1927. 


C. Seymour Thompson, director of 
the Library Survey, reports that work 
is going forward as rapidly as possible 
on the preparation of the third and 
fourth volumes, and that it is hoped to 
have both completed early in 1927. 


The Paris Library School has opened 
its winter term with a full enrollment. 

Florence Wilson of the League of 
Nations Library has succeeded Mar- 
garet Mann as instructor in cataloging 
and classification. Miss Wilson is to 
devote one-half time to the Paris 
School. Charles F. McCombs of the 
New York Public Library has joined 
the faculty and will give the course in 
American bibliography. 


The textbook on Circulation work by 
Jennie M. Flexner written in coopera- 
tion with the Curriculum Study has 
been issued in tentative mimeographed 
form to library schools for purposes of 
try-out. It will be ready for general 
distribution during the summer of 1927, 

Margaret Mann of the Department of 
Library Science, University of Mich- 
igan, is engaged in writing the textbook 
on Cataloging. Because of Miss Mann’s 
connection with the Paris Library 
School, work on this textbook was de- 
layed until late in the year. It will be 
completed in first draft in the spring of 
1927, and tried out in the library schools 
during 1927-28. 

Practice sheets for the teaching of 
routine processes in Circulation Work 
have been released and may be obtained 
from the A. L. A. at 85 cents per set, 
75 cents in lots of 10 or more. 


The Advisory Committee met in Chi- 
cago with W. W. Charters, Jennie M. 
Flexner, and the staff of the Curriculum 
Study, on November 19 and 20, for a re- 
view of the work done in Cataloging 
and Circulation Work, and a considera- 
tion of plans for the studies of the 
present year on Book Selection and 
Reference Work. 


Henry Guppy of the John Rylands 
Library, Manchester, and President of 
the British Library Association, ad- 
dressed the A. L. A. Headquarters staff 
informally on November 18. 


Charles F. D. Belden, president of 
the A. L. A. 1925-26, has been elected 
an honorary fellow of the Czechoslovak 
Library Association. 


Libraries and adult education, the 
Commission’s report, has elicited con- 
gratulatory comment from individuals 
and associations interested in workers 
education and the adult education move- 
ment generally in England, France, 
Czechoslovakia, Japan, and a number of 
other foreign countries. It appears as 
one of a series of five studies on adult 
education published (by Macmillan) 
under the auspices of the Carnegie 
Corporation. The other volumes are: 
New schools for older students, by 
Nathaniel Peffer; Educational oppor- 
tunities for young workers, by Owen 
D. Evans; The university afield, by 
Alfred L. Hall-Quest; and Corre- 
spondence schools, lyceums, chautau- 
quas, by John S. Noffsinger. 


The recently formed American Asso- 
ciation for Adult Education, of whose 
Executive Board Linda A. Eastman of 
Cleveland, and Carl H. Milam are mem- 
bers, announces the opening of four 
teacher training courses in adult educa- 
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tion at the New School for Social Re- 
search in New York with the coopera- 
tion of the People’s Institute. 


With the completion of the Fiftieth 
Anniversary publications and of other 
lesser items incident to the conference, 
the publications division at Headquar- 
ters draws a long breath. Since, by 
some miracle, the books were all com- 
pleted in time to be displayed at Atlantic 
City, no one now regrets the strain of 
August and September. And it is 
pleasant to read such words as these: 

“We have just received the box con- 
taining your A.L.A. catalog, 1926, and 
other books included. If this is the ma- 
terial our small donation to the anniver- 
sary fund entitled us to, I am embar- 
rassed, feeling that the pleasure of the 
gift has been eclipsed by the amount of 
valuable material received. I would be 
very glad to pay for the Catalog at least, 
if you care to send us a bill.” 

“Yesterday we received the Fiftieth 
Anniversary set which was promised us. 
The wonderful American Library Asso- 
ciation Catalog for 1926 is certainly a 
masterpiece. The volume should prove 
to be a boon to librarians, booksellers, 
and many others. We congratulate all 
those who had a hand in the colossal 
task of compilation. The American 
Library Association may well be proud 
of it.” 


Caroline M. Hewins, honorary vice- 
president of the A. L. A., distinguished 
librarian and pioneer in children’s work, 
died November 4, in her eighty-first 
year. 


Two thousand five hundred fifty new 
names have been added to the A. L. A. 


membership during 1926. There are 
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still 1273 lacking before the goal of 


“10,000 members in 1926” is reached. 
The Membership Committee welcomes 
the help of any one who can enroll a 
new member. 


LIBRARY EXTENSION 

“Organized effort toward the goal of 
adequate public library service within 
easy reach of everyone in the United 
States and Canada” was approved by 
the A.L.A. Council at the Fiftieth An- 
niversary Conference in accepting the 
report of the standing Committee on 
Library Extension. The resolution pro- 
vides that the work is to be carried on 
under the direction of the Committee, 
from Headquarters offices, in the closest 
cooperation with the League of Library 
Commissions and all other interested 
agencies. 

A beginning in this large field is being 
made. For the year 1926-27 the Execu- 
tive Board has allowed a budget provid- 
ing for an executive assistant and a 
stenographer, travel and printing, sup- 
plies, postage, etc. From the many de- 
sirable activities the Committee is choos- 
ing the most fundamental and far reach- 
ing that are within its purse. 

Calls for help from states with active 
state library extension agencies are as a 
matter of principle being referred to 
those agencies. In states without state 
library extension agencies, the Commit- 
tee is cooperating with the state library 
associations. The Library extension 
report for example has been sent to 
leaders of influential state organizations 
in the hope of arousing interest in libra- 
ries in general and in state library ex- 
tension agencies in particular. Other 
publicity material as well as counsel 
have been given new state agencies and 
library associations.

Wide newspaper and magazine pub- 
licity had already been given the advance 
findings. This has been followed by 
sending out review copies of the whole 
report to the more important magazines 
and a much wider distribution of re- 
prints of the summary of objectives and 
findings and of the statistical tables, 
with an explanatory news release. 

Another step in national publicity and 
in establishing cooperation in library 
extension with national rural, educa- 
tional and social agencies was distribu- 
tion of paper copies of the report to a 
carefully selected mailing list. The re- 
sponse has shown a genuine interest in 
the problem. For example, the presi- 
dents of the American Country Life 
Association and the American Federa- 
tion of Labor wrote immediately that 
they would use the material as a basis 
for editorial comment in their organs. 
Personal contacts have been made 
through the National Country Life Con- 
ference in Washington, and through 
visits to organization headquarters in 
Chicago, Washington and New York. 
Everywhere leaders are ready to hear 
of the library extension program and 
are cordial in offering help.

BOARD OF EDUCATION FOR 
LIBRARIANSHIP 
Lucile F. Fargo, senior assistant 
with the Board of Education for Libra- 
rianship, arrived in Chicago November 


9, after spending several weeks visiting 
libraries and colleges in the western 
and northwestern states. Miss Fargo’s 
itinerary included thirty institutions. 
While in St. Paul, November 5, she ad- 
dressed the combined meeting of the 
English, Public Speaking, and Library 
Sections of the Minnesota Education 
Association. 

Elizabeth M. Smith, Harrison W. 
Craver, and Louis R. Wilson of the 
3oard, and Harriet E. Howe, executive 
assistant, visited Hampton Institute Li- 
brary School on November 5. 

At its meeting at Atlantic City, Octo- 
ber 3, the Board of Education for Libra- 
rianship in regard to library schools: 


Voted, That each accredited library 
school be visited once in three years by 
one or two representatives of the Board 
as conditions warrant, in such a way 
that if possible each Board member in 
the course of his term shall have visited 
each school ; 

That an accredited school which de- 
sires to be accredited under different 
standards be revisited by one or two 
representatives of the Board; 

That, upon request, schools not on 
the accredited list be inspected, two vis- 
its in two different years to precede ac- 
crediting ; that at least one or two repre- 
sentatives of the Board make these vis- 
its, preferably different representatives 
each year; that in case of an unfavor- 
able report the first year, a majority of 
the Board members assist in the second 
visit; that in case of a favorable report 
the first year, a provisional accrediting 
be approved. 

That the accredited list of library 
schools be published annually in time to 
be of service to prospective students, 
i.e., early in the spring of each year; 

That a statement covering these points 
be published. 


In regard to accrediting summer ses- 
sions, training classes, and courses in 
school library work the Board 
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Voted, That none of these agencies 
be accredited under the Minimum 
Standards until after all the agencies of 
the same type which request inspection 
have been visited ; 

That as many as possible of these 
agencies be visited this year; 

That precedence be given the courses 
in school library work and summer ses- 
sions, if all cannot be inspected this 
year ; 

That the list of accredited agencies be 
published as soon as possible after the 
completion of the visits of inspection ; 

That the secretary be empowered to 
transmit the reports on these visits to 
the officials of any of these agencies ; 

That a statement covering these points 
be published. 
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The Board of Education for Librar- 
ianship held a meeting on Monday, 
November 22, at the Chicago Beach 
Hotel. This was the annual organiza- 
tion meeting at which Adam Strohm 
was elected chairman for the year. The 
constituency of the Board remains the 
same, Harrison W. Craver, retiring 
member, having been reappointed by the 
Executive Board. 

Among the questions considered by 
the Board was the overwhelming insuf- 
ficiency of school librarians. The Board 
authorized an investigation of what 
emergency measures might be taken to 
meet the situation.

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HE librarians of America are inter- 
nationally minded: 

We are an international or bi-national 
association. Citizens of Canada and the 
United States are members of the 
A.L.A. on equal terms; and we attempt 
to serve the best interests of libraries in 
both countries. 

We are constantly in touch with 
library plans and developments in other 
countries through requests for informa- 
tion, suggestions for cooperation, and 
visitors who come to America to inves- 
tigate library matters. 

We have a contact with European 
library affairs through the American 
Library in Paris. Founded by the 
A.L.A., the Library is now under the 
control of a Board of Trustees made up 
of American residents in Paris. Five 
out of fifteen are elected by the A.L.A., 
and a vacancy in the librarianship is 
filled only on nomination by the A.L.A. 
The librarian of the American Library 
in Paris is the European representative 
of the A.L.A. 

We are now operating an interna- 
tional library school in Paris. By the 
end of May, 1929, we hope and expect 





to be able to release control of the School 
and responsibility for it to some appro- 
priate agency. Before that time we 
wish to make the School more distinctly 
international, especially as regards fac- 
ulty. It already has an international stu- 
dent body. 


A year and a half ago, at the request 
of the Chinese Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Education, the A.L.A. 
sent Dr. Bostwick to China to study Chi- 
nese libraries, to cooperate in organiz- 
ing a Chinese Library Association and 
to make suggestions concerning the 
modern library movement. The rela- 
tions established are likely to be contin- 
ued, to the mutual advantage of libra- 
ries in both countries. 


For many years the A.L.A. has had 
a Committee on International Relations, 
and for a few years, a Committee on 
Bibliography which has concerned itself 
primarily with international matters. 
Another committee has aided in the sup- 
plying of American books and period- 
icals to European libraries since the war. 


Several years ago the A.L.A. and the 
Library Association of the United King- 
dom prepared a joint code of catalog 
rules, which is still in general use in 
America and Great Britain. 


The International Congress of Libra- 
rians and Booklovers held at Prague, to 
which the A.L.A. sent a representative, 
at its closing session July 1 appointed a 
tentative committee for the purpose of 
establishing a permanent relationship 
(1) between library associations of dif- 
ferent countries and (2) between these 
associations and the Institute of Intel- 
lectual Cooperation of the League of 
Nations. Plans have already been pro- 
posed for placing the Committee on a 
permanent active basis. 
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Fifty- delegates from twenty-one for- 
eign countries joined in the jubilee of 
the A.L.A. at Atlantic City. They not 
only contributed to the programs, but 
exchanged ideas individually with one 
another and with many Americans. In- 
ternational library cooperation was dis- 
cussed at a special meeting called for 
that purpose. 

After the conference about thirty of 
the foreign delegates as guests of the 
Association visited libraries in Prince- 
ton, New York, Boston, Toronto, De- 
troit, Ann Arbor, Chicago, Cleveland, 
and Washington. ‘This post-conference 
trip, made possible by the Carnegie En- 
dowment for International Peace, was 
an enlightening, inspiring, and delight- 
ful experience for guests and hosts 
alike—not propaganda for international 
friendship, but a living demonstration 
of it. 

At an informal discussion on the 
closing day in Washington, the group 
adopted unanimously the following res- 
olution proposed by Hugo Kriss of 
3erlin and seconded by Henry Guppy 
of Manchester : 

“The delegates of eighteen different 
countries who have taken part in the 
after-conference excursion of the Amer- 
ican Library Association and who are 
desirous to see continued the spirit and 
the lines of international cooperation

_. of our staff members were 
at the conference and all came 
back to their work with a fresh enthu- 
siasm, interest, and sheaves of new 
ideas,” the librarian of a small middle 
western city writes to A. L.A. Head- 
quarters, “The definite, practical value 
of staff attendance at library conferences 


thoroughly experienced and discussed 
during these fourteen days, unanimously 
recommend to the A. L. A. the follow- 
ing action: 

“That the American Library Associa- 
tion may take the initiative in this direc- 
tion and submit to the different national 
organizations the proposal to discuss the 
forming of an international library 
committee with the prospect that such 
discussion may be so far advanced at the 
time of the Edinburgh meeting of next 
year that definite action then may be 
taken by authorized representatives of 
the different national organizations.” 

It was understood that the meeting 
had no official status and that the 
A. L. A., if it acts on the suggestion, 
will keep in touch with existing and pro- 
posed organizations and bureaus having 
similar purposes. 

The foundation of confidence and 
friendship has been laid. Principles and 
policies must next be carefully and de- 
liberately worked out. And then we may 
hope for the development of detailed 
plans—for interchange of librarians, 
library assistants, and students; for in- 
ternational bibliographical projects; 
international classification schemes, and 
other similar undertakings. 

It may be hoped that further progress 
will result from the conference in Edin- 
burgh next September.

SALARY STATISTICS 


LARGE AND MEDIUM-SIZED PUBLIC LIBRARIES 


The American Library Association Com- 
mittee on Salaries, Insurance and Annuities 
presents the following tables of (1) Salary 
Statistics of Large Public Libraries and (2) 
Salary Statistics of Medium-Sized Public 
Libraries. This is the fifth year in which 
statistics of this kind have been published in 
the Bulletin, the last compilation having ap- 
peared in November 1925. 

The list of large public libraries is the same 
as in 1925, but medium-sized libraries have 
been decreased from 34 to 31, four libraries 


not having answered the questionnaire and 
one library having been added. Salaries of 
the librarian and assistant librarian have been 
added to the table. Also the number of as- 
sistants in each classification have been given. 

The salary schedules of the medium-sized 
public libraries in all cases show changes 
from the previous year and only two of the 
large public libraries have the same salary 
schedules as those of 1925. This does not 
take into account the few libraries for which 
1925 figures are given. The changes in mini-

It is interesting to note that in the large 
public libraries the number of increases in 
maximums (102) exceeds the increases in 
minimums (69) by 47 per cent while in the 
medium-sized public libraries the number of 
increases in minimums (67) exceeds the in- 
creases in maximums (52) by 29 per cent. It 
is rather startling that there are 104 decreases 
in maximums and minimums in the two 
groups of libraries as compared with 47 de- 
creases for 1925. The number of increases 
in minimums and maximums in the two 
groups of libraries for 1926 is 290 as com- 
pared with 257 for 1925. 

Salaries as shown are actual minimums 
and maximums now being paid and not 
merely schedules. It should be noted that 
in a number of libraries on this list salary 
schedules have been adopted which provide for 
maximum salaries above those shown here. 
Maximums in these libraries have not as yet 
been reached but will be as increases are made 
according to schedules. All positions listed, 
with the exception of junior assistants, are 
presumably for employees with library train- 
ing or sufficient years of experience as an 
equivalent. In such a comparison of salaries 
necessarily there are certain inconsistencies 
due to varying requirements in different libra- 
ries. In the questionnaire sent to librarians an 
attempt was made so to define positions that 


comparisons might be approximately correct. 

Librarians when making use of the salary 
statistics given here should carefully take note 
of the definitions of the following positions, 
such definitions having been used in the ques- 
tionnaire sent out: 

Children’s Librarians: Only those should 
be included as children’s librarians who have 
had special training or sufficient experience to 
qualify them for this classification. Usually 
limited to those in charge of children’s rooms 
or of children’s work in extension depart- 
ments. Head of children’s department should 
not be included here, but only under “Depart- 
ment Heads.” 

Catalogers: Under this head should be 
included only those fitted for and actually do- 
ing expert cataloging and not including typists 
or others doing clerical or routine work in 
the catalog department. Head of catalog de- 
partment should not be included here, but only 
under “Department Heads.” 

Library Assistants: A minimum of six 
months training or such a number of years 
successful experience as actually would be 
equal to such training. This would not mean 
that all assistants witMout training but with 
a number of years experience should be in- 
cluded in this class—only those holding posi- 
tions of equal standing and importance with 
those having had training. 

Junior Library Assistants: Sub-profes- 
sional. The incumbents of this grade perform 
under supervision prescribed details of simple 
routine library wotk. Many have had brief 
elementary training or have qualified through 
satisfactory substitute or other experience for 
this class. No assistants without high school 
preparation should be included. 

The heading, First Assistants, is intended 
to include first assistants in departments and 
branches. 

The compilation of salary statistics of me- 
dium-sized libraries has been done by Louis J. 
Bailey, of the Committee, those of large public 
libraries by the chairman. 

Revisions of salary statistics of university 
and college libraries, compiled by Sydney B. 
Mitchell, of state teachers college and normal 
schools, by Mary J. Booth, and of high school 
libraries, will appear in later numbers of the 
Bulletin. It is also hoped to publish salary 
statistics of a selected group of small libraries.
